'acific nearly three times. Tho number 
of cubic feot is 117 followed by 17 ci- 
ihers, n, number that would bo ticked 
off by our million clocks in 870.000 years. 
Its weight is 1)25,000 billion tons, and the 
lumber of gallons in it is 7.1 trillions. A 
sphere to hold tho Atlantic would have 
o bo 5331 miles in diameter.—Long- 
uim's Magazine.
